23,000 REDS CAPTURED 
SINCE KOREA WAR BEGAN, 
4166 IN LAST 24 HOURS 


TOKYO, Oct. 4 (UP). 
NITED NATIONS forces 
have captured approxi- 
mately 23,000 Communist 

troops since the start of the 
Korean war, an official spokes- 
man disclosed today. 

In the last 24 hours alone, 
4166 were rounded up. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Oct. 4 
(AP)—Britain and Russia, spon- 
sors of rival Korean peace plans, 
today brushed aside compromise 
suggestions advanced by Inféia 
and Yugoslavia as the United Na- 
tions General Assembly’s Political 
Committee moved toward a show- 
down vote on the case. 

The resolution, offered by Brit- 
ain and seven other nations and 
supported by the United States, 
was expected to receive over- 


whelming support in the 60-nation 
committee and later by a plenary 
session of the Assembly itself. It 
was apparent the rival Soviet 
bloc’s plan would be voted down. 

The eight-netion proposal calls 
for a strong U.N. commission to 
oversee the unification, pacifica- 
tion and rehabilitation of Korea. 
It also would make _ war-torn 
Korea a ‘“‘pilot project” to demon- 
strate what the United Nations 
can do for devastated and under- 
developed states. 

India Offers Its Compromise. 

Despite the coolness of* both 
sides, India offered its. com- 
promise proposal at the commit- 
tee’s afternoon session. It calls 
for a seven-nation subcommittee, 
of which three would he Asian 
countries, to consider the rival 
resolutions and attempt to find a 
compromise, within 48 hours. 

British Minister of State Ken- 
neth Younger, addressing the 
committee on the fourth day of 
its debate, charged the Soviet 
proposal merely offered the U.N. 
“a chance to wash its hands of its 
responsibilities in Korea.” 

Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drei Y. Vishinsky again blasted 
the eight-nation plan and claimed 
it was designed to perpetuate 
American ocdupation of Korea. 
He said the plan was “utterly 
unacceptable” and had as its pur- 
pose the securing of “the in- 
terests of American monopolies” 
in Korea. 

The Soviet proposal would give 
North and South Korea an equal 
voice in organizing an all-Korea 
election and would give Russia 
and Communist China member- 
ship in a U.N. committee to ob- 
serve the election. Non-Com- 
munist nations oppose both these 
points on the grounds that con- 
fusion rather than a fair election 
would result. 

India and Yugoslavia suggested 
yesterday that the rival plans be 
sent to a subcommittee for a com- 
promise attempt. This sugges- 
tion received support today from 
Syria and Israel. 

Younger proposed that the U.N. 
commission provided for in the 
eight-nation plan be made up of 
either five or seven members. He 
Suggested Australia, Chile, The 
Netherlands, Pakistan, the Philip- 
pines and Turkey as members of 
that commission, which would re- 
place the escape U.N. body in 
Korea and have greatly expanded

Their 
order to the Austrian Communists 
was issued last night. 

The Russians opposed local 
Austrian Communist leaders on 
the issue of current strikes and 
demonstrations, including a de- 
tailed plan for an attempted 
putsch — Czechoslovak style — 
against the Austrian government. 

The Cominform delegates told 
the Austrian Communists in ef- 
fect: “This is not the time. Your 
action should be. limited to har- 

the government.” 
Bid te Wring Success. 

The Communist march and 
demonstration were part of a bid 
to wring success from an appar- 
ently fizzling general strike call. 
The Austrian Ministry of Interior, 
before the demonstrations began, 
announced “the Communist strike 
order was a failure.” 

There were several attempts 
deep inside the Russian zone of 
Austria to seize railroad stations 
and repair shops, but Austrian 
Government railway workers 
threw out the Communists in 
these attempts. 

The Communists, meanwhile, 
had seized streetcars in the Rus- 
sian sector, while armed Russian 
soldiers looked on. 

The purpose of the confiscation 
of streetcars apparently was to 
use them to transport thousands 
of Communist-led workers to a 
mass demonstration in Vienna’s 
governmental district this after- 
noon.

NEWARK, N.J., Oct. 4 (AP)— 
Union leaders today. ordered 
10,000 New Jersey Bell Telephone 
operators to strike at 6 a.m.

The sole survivor of 
the Communist massacre said he 
believed a total of 40 would be 
found. 

Seven bodies were discovered 
earlier lying in the debris of a 
big bonfire. The men had fallen 
to the enemy when Taejon was 
evacuated in July. They had been 
wounded. The Communists burned 
them to death. 


Lt. John H. Boll of Hampshire, 
Ill., has the job of digging up 
the American bodies, trying to 
identify them and then giving 
them decent burials. He is a 
member of a Twénty-fourth Divi- 
sion graves registration unit. 
The graves unit worked in the 
hot, dusty Taejon prison com- 
pound, near First Corps head- 
quarters, exhuming and identify- 
ing the massacre victims. 


It is a slow, painstaking job. 
More than 20 American bodies 
have been taken from the L- 
shaped, 200-foot-long trench. Capt. 
Robert E. Barry of Long Island 
City, N.Y., said he had no way 
of knowing how many bodies 
would be found.

Old-Time Gigger Was Deadly. 
The old-time gigger was deadly 


amazing distances and hit a swift- 
moving fish with an uncanny de- 
gree of accuracy. In those days, 
the pine basket was used exclu- 
sively for light and the old-timers 
would have snorted in disdain if 
you had mentioned a daytime 
gigging trip. 

Hillsides Were scoured for pine 
knots and they were hauled to 
the water’s edge, usually the day 
before. Sometimes a cache of 
knots was.placed near the boat 
landing which would last through 
the entire gigging season. Some

Giggers Have Gone Modern. 

Today, the Ozark gigger has 
gone modern. He often has a 
high-powered, three-burner gaso- 
line torch with a reflector on the 
prow of his boat which gives off 
many times more light than the 
old pine basket method. He has 
an outboard’ motor which, as he 
gdées upstream, will idle down to 
a minimum speed and permit the 
gigger to throw his gig at the 
speeding fish. He can cover a far 
greater amount of water than he 
could in by-gone days when pole 
and paddle were his only means 
of motivation. Great progress 
has been made in equipment, yet 
it is rapidly becoming a lost art. 
Tales are told on every Ozark 
stream of almost legendary men 
who could wield a gig with an ac- 
curacy almost unbelievable. Each 
stream had its half-dozen men 
who could throw the gig, with its 
long handle and 20 feet of heavy 
cord, long distances and never 
miss. 

These highly skilled spear 
throwers are seldom found these 
days along the Ozark water- 
courses. Youth has not followed 
their footsteps and many of the 
younger generation are using the 
fly and casting rod. The eerie, 
but beautiful, sight of a johnboat 
drifting majestically down the 
stream on a moonless night, with 
the fishermen silhouetted by the 
fitful light reflected on the shim- 
mering water, is almost a thing of 
the past. Many will say that it is 
better. while others will say it 
should have lived on forever.

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Still Not Enough Doctors 


An encouraging note on medical school en- 
roliments in this country is reported by the 
Journal of the American -Medical Association. 
Enrollments in the academic year ended last 
June totaled 25,103, an increase of 6 per cent 
over the preceding year. 

This is progress toward the nation’s present 
prime medical need—more doctors. But is it 
enough progress? The current figure is only 
about 20 per cent higher than the 21,600 total 
for 1930. In the same 20-year period, the popu- 
lation of the country increased mearly 25 per cent. 


In 1905, when the population was only slight- - 


ly more than half that of today, there were 
about 1000 more medical students than there 
are now. The education many of them were 


mains — medical school enroliments have not 
even kept pace with the increase in population. 
And the ratio of doctors to each 100,000 Amer- 
icans has decreased, consequently, from 149 in 
1909 to 133 today, according to an article by 
Dr. Howard A. Rusk in The New York Times. 

The A.M.A.’s report adds, furthermore, that 
medical school budgets have increased 42 per 
cent in the last four years. The schools now are 
at the bottom of existing financial barrels. If 
costs continue to increase, as they almost cer- 
tainly will, how can the schools continue to 
turn out even the current inadequate number 
of doctors? i 

A way to permit them to do that, and to 
increase total enrollments, is federal aid in the 
form of grants to supplement incomes. But 
A.M.A. opposition has been largely responsible 
for blocking enactment of such as$tstance thus 
far, even though it is separate from the ques- 
tion of national health insurance. In this case, 
the behavior of the A.M.A. looks like that of 
any backward labor union which does everything 
it can to prevent competition, no matter what 
the needs of the country. 

And the country does need more doctors. It 
needs them now not only to provide American 
citizens with the medical care every American 
should have, but also to fill the needs of the 
armed forces. 

The six per cent increase in enrollment is an 
improvement, but it is little more than a dent 


in the total need. Doubling of the total number ° 


of medical students would be much closer to 
what is needed. That, unfortunately, is an im- 
practicable goal for the next few years. But 
federal aid would make it possible of attainment 
soon, and the present system does not even 
hold out much hope.

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The Uneasy Girdle 

Much of the talk about security—social, col- 
lective, etc.—will sound a little dubious as long 
as a thing can happen such as happened in New 
York City last week. There, a young matron’s 
girdle, into which she had providently sewed 
$15,500, was torn from her person by an armed 
robber, who got away with it. 

Tin cans buried in the earth can be dug up 
by thieves, and we suppose no one imposes seri- 
ous confidence in them any longer. Currency 
tucked away in shoes, stockings, socks, bosoms 
and other places once believed by the deposi- 
tors to be as safe as the Bank of England has 
proved subject to loss by accident or careless- 
ness of one sort or another. 

But among those objects not actually bradded, 
rivetted or welded to where they ought to be, 
we had long thought that perhaps the one most 
securely affixed was the girdle. Now that we 
know otherwise, we won't say it is as if the 
pole star had faltered, or Gibraltar stirred; but 
pretty nearly.

After the RFC Inquiry 

Senator Fulbright’s committee found many 
things wrong with the Reconstruction Finance 
Corp., so it may seem surprising that the Sen- 
ator is dead against abolishing the big federal 
lending agency. But the committee’s findings 
dealt not so much with the RFC’s purpose as 
with its behavior. 

Some of the loans which received critical 
attention had at least a connection with public 
policy. Hence it was possible to condemn the 
way RFC lent money to Lustron, the housing 
firm that failed, but the object of the loan was 
to promote prefabricated housing, and Congress. 
itself was interested in that. 

Other loans had no apparent connection with 
public interest. RFC lent $15,000,000 used to 
bail out investors in the Texmass wildcat oil 
mess. Another $1,300,000 went to a Nevada 
hotel which leased out a gambling casino. And 
there were overtones of political influence in 
some of these loans. After such disclosures, 
President Truman named three new members to 
the five-man RFC board. 

Jesse Jones, once head of RFC, has consist- 
ently maintained that the agency has outlived 
its usefulness. Mr. Jones’ own administration 
was, however, not above frequent criticism. And 


restrictions on loans and to require detailed 
reports on loans that are approved.

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U.N. Must Control 
Sir Benegal Rau, India’s delegate, is rapidly 
becoming the General Assembly's man of 
indecision.

India’s delegate cannot as yet bring himself 
to accept either the Soviet or the eight-nation 
plan for the unification of Korea. 

He is against the Soviet demand for with- 
drawal of United Nations troops from South 
Korea. That, he correctly says, would enable 
the North Koreans to prepare for new 
aggression. 

On the other hand, Sir Benegal is not yet in 
favor of authorizing U.N. troops to march, into 
North Korea. That would amount to the unifica- 
tion of Korea by force. Yet Sir Benegal appears 
to recognize that there may be no alternative. 
He urges that the North Koreans be called on 
to cease fire, and that if they do not comply 
“we could then rechart our course.” 

Essentially, then, what India is pleading for 
is time. But time which could be used to seek 
a compromise unification plan could also be used 
by the North Koreans to rebuild their fighting 
power. The Air Force reports of truck convoys 
on the road north of Pyongyang suggest that this 
may even now be going on. 

India’s wholly laudable purpose is to bring 
about unification of Korea by negotiation, rather 
than by further fighting. Unfortunately the 
North Koreans, by committing aggression in the 
first place and by refusing to respect all U.N. 
appeals for a cease-fire, have forfeited any con- 
fidence that they would keep an agreement on 
the unification of Korea if one could be reached. 

Unification must, therefore, be brought about 
under complete U.N. control. There may be 
room for compromise on the details, but the 
U.N. must maintain effective control of all Ko- 
rea, north and south, during the process of paci- 
fication and unification. 

If the North Koreans will not accept such con- 
trol voluntarily, the U.N. will have to establish 
it by force. 


The Proper Study of Mankind 


The announcement of a series of cash grants 
to leading universities by the Ford Foundation 
is, first of all, an answer to those who had raised 
questions about the removal of quite a few Ford 
dollars from the reach of the tax collector. Was 
Ford stooping to the jevel of those angle-shoot- 
ers, exposed by the Senate’s Tobey committee, 
who were setting aside considerable sums in 
the name of philanthropy, but rarely using the 
money for philanthropic purposes? 

The Ford Foundation has silenced such ques- 
tioning critics by “interim” grants of $3,500,000 
to such schools as California, Chicago, Columbia, 
Harvard, Michigan and Yale. Even more to 
the foundation's credit, this money is to be 
used for studies in human behavior at a time 
when almost all gifts are going for the advance- 
ment of science. 

It ought to be rather obvious that modern 
man needs to learn a little more about himself 
if he is to be a fit and trustworthy custodian 
of the devices of this scientific age- Ford is 
putting the emphasis where it has been sadly 
lacking. 

Also to the foundation’s praise is the deci- 
sion not to tell the various universities how 
to use these grants—beyond, of course, the 
setting of the general objective. This ought to 
turn light on many more problems than the 
foundation itself might find. It promises the 
utmost benefit from its funds—which already 
amount to $238,166,175—especially if, as is re- 
ported, the foundation is to be directed by so 
far-seeing a man as Paul G. Hoffman, the re- 
tiring ECA administrator. 
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Support for the Stevenson Raids 

Some very competent authorities disagree with 
the ruling of Madison County Judge Kinney that 
Gov. Stevenson does not have the authority to 
use the State Highway Police to conduct anti- 
gambling raids in counties whose local law en- 
forcement is either bought off or is no good. 

Virgil Peterson, operating director of the Chi- 
cago Crime Commission says: “The Governor's 
action is a highly commendable one. He's using 
his power, I think, in the proper fashion.” Dean 
Harold C. Havighurst of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity Law School says that he believes that 
“under existing laws the Governor has the pow- 
er to order gambling raids.” 

It will take much more than the ruling of a 
county judge in a courthouse long friendly to 
commercialized gambling to establish the con- 
trary as a fact. 
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Yugoslavia Asks for Help 

Yugoslavia’s troubles in the face of political 
and economic pressure from the Soviet bloc 
were reflected in the remarks of Foreign Min- 
ister Edvard Kardelj to the U.N. General As- 
sembly. 

Speaking about international economic aid 
to underdeveloped countries, Mr. Kardelj said 
technical assistance is not enough. There must 
be capi investment. But Yugoslavia has 
found out that it cannot accept economic sup- 
port from the Soviet Union without accepting 
the economic subjugation that goes with it; 
and as a Communist country it fears to accept 
economic aid from the West on the ground 
that this, too, may ultimately involve a sacrifice 
of its own sovereignty. 

Therefore, said Mr. Kardelj, “a small coun- 
try pursuing an independent foreign policy 
cannot in the majority of cases obtain adequate 
economic support in the face of the economic 
aggression to which it is exposed.” 

Yugoslavia’s plea is for a truly international 
source of capital for economic development, 
and the plea has much force. If adequate U.N. 
funds for this purpose were available, they 
might prove to be a powerful factor in encourag- 
ing all nations to stand on their own feet. 

As President Truman’s Point Four program 
develops, every opportunity should be taken 
to channel it through the United Nations. Just 
as our military aid in Korea took on enormous 
strength and prestige by being extended under 
U.N. auspices, so our economic aid to under- 
developed countries can gain effectiveness by 
carrying the U.N. flag.

What the Crime Committee Ducked 


Extracts From the Testimony of Gov. Forrest Smith 
Before the Senate Crime Committee in Kansas City 


One of the early questions asked of Gov. 
Smith by Rudolph Halley, counsel for the 


Kefauver Committee, concerned the testi- 
mony of Roy McKittrick, former State At- 


torney General, who had said Gov. Smith 
asked him to try to- get a campaign con- 
tribution from the late Clarence (Gully) 
Owen, a St. Louis racing news operator: 


Mr. Halley: Did the name of Gully Owen 
come up at all? 

Gov. Smith: No, sir. 

Gov. Smith told the committee he met 
Charles Binaggio, Kansas City Democratic 
leader and Capone gang representative 
later murdered, in a Kansas City hotel in 
1947: ; 


Mr. Halley: Did you ever have any 
discussions with Binaggio after your elec- 
tion? 

Gov. Smith: I have never talked to 
Charlie Binaggio an 
hour in my whole 
life. : 

Halley: When did 
you see him... ? 

Smith: I would say 
it was in February 
that he came into 
my office. 


Hallev:- What did 
he want? 


Smith: He wanted 
to see what a Gov- 
ernor’s office looked 
like, he said. Forrest Smith 
Halley: Did he come to see you again? 
Smith: Yes, sir... He had another fel- 
low with him. I have forgotten the fel- 
low’s name. It was a kind of unpronounce- 
able name to me.

Did any such thing ever come to 
your attention as Governor? 

Smith: It never did, and actions speak 
louder then words.

Struggle for Integrity 


RED RIBBON ON A WHITE HORSE, by Anzia 
Yezierska. (Charies Scribner's Sons, 220 pags., $2.75.). 
This autobiography of a Polish immi-* 

grant who became a best-selling American 

novelist is one of the most absorbing 

documents this reviewer has read in a 

long time. It is not essentially the rags- 

to-riches success story of our American 
folklore, though that clement is certainly 
present; rather it is a spiritual narrative, 

an “apologia pro vita sua” in which a 

Polish Jew’s search for happiness amid an 

alien race and culture is vividly and terr 

rifyingly set down. 

Anzia Yezierska and her family came 
to New York from Plinsk, then part of 
Russia, in 1901; she worked in a lower 
East Side sweat shop, learned English at 
night, and simultaneously began to write. 
After a bitter literary apprenticeship she 
suddenly leaped from Hester street to 
Hollywood in 1920 when Samuel Goldwyn 
bought her novel, “Hungry Hearts.” 

Miss Yezierska begins her autobiography 
with a candid and illuminating account of 
this fabulous episode and goes on to con- 

centrate her major 

attention on the fol- 

lowing decade and a 

half.

and, even more significantly, lost her sense 
of group identity.

In the stock marke‘ crash of 1929 she 
lost her money, and soon afterwards the. 
creative springs went dry. After several 
lean years the WPA was started, and she: 
found a place on the Federal Writers’ 
Project, there working side-by-side with. 
Richard Wright, who was then unpublished 
and unknown. Her report on the New. 
Deal's magnificent but absurd effort to 
do something for the arts is one of the 
most fascinating sections of the narrativ 
and is written with exquisite humor a 
pathos. 

The autobiography ends not at the pres- 
ent but in the late depression years when. 
Miss Yezierska, then in her fifties, found 
within herself the peace and “4 — 
for -which she had been searching. It wag 
not in the profit of the market place or 
in the applause of the public but in a kind 
of Emersonian self-reliance. | 

Although her story is nominally the 
story of a twentieth-century immigrant, 
says W. H. Auden in his introduction, “it 
has a deeper and more general significance 
today when, figuratively, the immigrant is 
coming more and more to stand as the 
symbol for Everyman, for the natural and 
unconscious community of tradition is 
rapidly disappearing from the earth.” It’ 
is hard to do justice to this autobiography 
in reducing it to a bare outline. The prose 
is beautifully limpid, and there is wonder~ 
ful vitality in every chapter. Although- 
autobiography can be pompous and dull,. 
this book is alive and has something. 
worthwhile to say. ‘

Arbitrators of Bell Dis-

“TRENTON, N.J., Oct. 4—Con- 
stitutionality of this state’s utility 
abtistrike law has been upheld 
by the New Jersey Supreme 
_ Court but foday some 11,000 em- 
_ Pployes of New Jersey Bell Tele- 
phone Co. are facing the prospect 
of rearbitrating. a pay award 
they had received under this law. 

On an appeal by the company 
from an _ arbitration board's 
award of a $2.50-a-week pay in- 
crease, a modified union shop 
and other benefits, the court 
found the statute to be in con- 
formity with the State Constitu- 
tion but ruled the Board of Arbi- 
tration had failed to follow the 
law in reaching its conclusions. 
The case has been remanded to 
the board for reopening. 

In disposing of the company’s 
contentions that the act violated 
the Constitution, the court said: 

“We conclude that the right of 
the states to prohibit strikes or 
lockouts in this sphere (public 
utilities) has not been pre-empted 
by Coggress.” 

However, the court found that 

. the action ef the board in award- 
ing a modified union shop was in 
conflict with the Taft-Hartley 

, Act, said the board failed to fol- 

low all the standards written 
into the utilities antistrike law 
for the—guidance of arbitration 
boards in arriving at wage 
awards and declared that the 
board's findings of fact were in- 
adequate to support its order. 

The arbitration board was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Alfred E. Dris- 
coll last March 3 after he had 
seized the company’s facilities un- 
der the anti-strike law. Prior to 
seizure and appointment of the 
board, fact-finding panel under 
an earlier version of the law had 
sought to findga basis for settle- 
ment of the dispute. Both sides 
rejected the panel’s recommen- 
dations. The fact-finding pro- 
cedure was subsequently scraped 
in favor of compulsory arbitra- 
tion in a new version of the law 
adopted last spring.

OMETIME during a child’s growing period his mother 
S finds difficulty in getting him to behave co-operatively, 

to do what is expected of him without making a to-do 
about it. For example, there are children who want to hold 
on to their mothers through thick and thin and make an up- 
roar when parted from them even at bedtime. 

Some children want to be close to their mothers all day 
long and will not allow them out of their sight without loud 
protest. This is a great inconvenience, a nuisance. It does 
the children no good and it makes their mothers miserable.

WHEN THEY ARE old enough they can be sent to a 
nursery school, provided the nursery school teacher will un- 
derstand and help, should they make a fuss and try to be 
sent home. Some of them accept the situation but when they 
get home again they are as bad as ever about demanding their 
mothers’ presence. 

These children must be reconditioned so they will learn 
to accept their mothers’ going and coming. The only way 
I know to do this is to make a job of it. Set a time for the 
teaching experience. Tell the child, “You ar. going to learn 
something new today. I’m going to be the teacher. You sit 
there with your toy. I'll go out into the kitchen for five 
minutes. Watch the clock. When this big hand gets here, 
I'll come back in.” Follow that. If he waits patiently reward 
him with praisespraise and nothing else. 

Repeat the lesson at the same time the next day, and the 
next, without fail. Make no exceptions, because a break in 
the course will set him back. Gradually, very gradually, 
lengthen the time of absence. After a long time, according 
to progress, the mother can go out of the house. As the child 
grows he will learn that his mother goes away but only to 
return.

“Pitiful—Not Always Paltry!” 
UR corresspondent asks how 
the word pitiful, “which 
means obviously full of pity,” 

can at the same time signify 
“contemptible,” as in “that piti- 
ful wretch,” or a “a pitiful sum” 
—all, he reminds us, “perfectly 
good dictionary definitions.” 

“Pitiful” is a rolling stone that 
has gathered moss. “Full of pity,” 
or “compassionate,” is its origi- 
nal sense. Thus “The Lord is very 
pitiful, and of tender mercy.” It 
seems simple enough to describe 
the object of pity, one deserving 
of it, or the miserable or paltry 
thing, as pitiable—a word still 
correctly used for this purpose. 
However, today pitiful is no less 
correct in this sense. 

As far back as Shakespeare at 
least, “pitiful” was already ap- 
plied to the object of pity, and 
accepted in this way as readily 
as if its inherent sense were 
not “compassionate.” Shakespeare 
wrote, “That's villainous, and 
shows a most pitiful ambition in 
the fool that uses it.” Another 
Elizabethan poet, Edmund Spen- 
ser, supplies another example of 
this familiar usage, in his allu- 
sion to “A thing indeed, very 
pitiful and horrible.” No hint of 
compassionate in “pitiful and 
horrible!”

A LETTER FROM Mr. Aubrey 
Wolton introduced to me a Mr. 
John Barclay who came here to 
tell me about the work he and 
a few friends started five or six 
years ago with only 500 pounds 
in British currency. On the whole, 
he said, he thought they had done 
very well and so he had come to 
the United States to see if he 
could get a little help from us 
since the kind of work they were 
doing for children could be done 
only in England. And because 
America is too distant for us to 
take part in the work, Mr. Bar- 
clay is here to see if we can lend 
some financial aid to these de- 
voted British men and women. 

The work is very simple. Brit- 


ish families take children who 
are in poor physical condition 
from countries that still are not 
recovered from the war, rehabili- 
tate them and then return them to 
their native countries. They also 
take the maimed, the halt and 
the blind, as well as those who 
are just undernourished. They 
give them proper food and medi- 
cal care, and, when necessary, 
education — lines. 


I WAS MUCH impressed with 
Mr. Barclay’s sincerity and his 
complete devotion to his work, 
and I find I am not the only one 
who feels that way. Mr. Wolton 
gave him letters to some of my 
friends and I sent him to see 
some other people.

: Canasta to Win |

N SOME three-hand Canasta 
| games the player with the low- 
est score must pay both his op- 
ponents. Under this method if A 
wins with 5500, B had 4500 and 
C had only 2000, A would collect 
4500 points (3500 from C and 
1000 from B) but B would recoup 
his loss, plus a profit, since he 
would collect 2500 from C. 

This method of settlement 
makes three-hand play even more 
of a cut-throat game, so it is 
recommended that only the win- 
ner collect. Under this method, 
A would collect from both B and 
C, but C would not have to pay 
anything to B. It would therefore 
be to B’s interest to try to pre- 
vent A from winning the game, 
and he could afford to co-operate 
with C, if necessary, at his own 
expense. ~°
